W ASHINGTON (AP) - Say- 
ing it is time to speak frankly 
on 
racial troubles, 
President 
Johnson has declared the na­ 
tions fate will not be decided 
‘•by street rioters and night 
raiders.” 
"We demand — and we are 
going to have — respect for law 
and order in this land.” Johnson 
said 
Tuesday 
in 
addressing 
members of the Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Community Relations 
that will help implement the 
new Cull Rights Act. 
Using die occasion to lecture 
the country on the racial issue, 
Johnson spoke sharply about 
speculation on the effects of the 
‘‘white backlash” rn the forth­ 
coming election. 
He said it is time to "cease 
this cynical guessing of who will 
be helped — who will be hurt — 
by disorders and disobedience 
and disrespect for the decency 
of our society’. 
"All will be hurt — none will 
be helped — if responsible cit­ 
izens sit on the sidelines regard­ 
ing the stability of our society 


a s a spectator sport.” 
The question facing the na­ 
tion, he said, is not how whites 
or Negroes will vote in Novem­ 
ber, "the question is how we 


shall work together and succeed 
together for the next hundred 
Novembers to come 
Americans, he said, can mas­ 
ter the racial problem "or we 
can leave it to master us 
and 
the question all citizens must 
ask themselves is "are we pre­ 
pared to give up our prosperity 
and peace and let our preju­ 
dices make paupers of us all? 
"Are we of this generation to 
be 
remembered for allowing 
America's 
progress 
to 
run 
aground on the shoals of race?” 
A nation of courage, compas­ 
sion and common sense, John­ 
son added, "must not and will 
not allow its greatness to be de­ 
graded by those who work only 
for its division.” 
The President returned to the 
subject of racial problems later 
in the day when he spoke to 
some 90 U.S. marshals, in town 
for a conference, gathered on 
the White House lawn.

Baruch Sees 
Big Future 


At Age 94 


NEW YORK (AP) — Bernard 
Baruch turned a spry 94 today 
with an off-handed vow to con­ 
tinue the kind of thinking that 
brought him fame and fortune 
and had presidents asking his 
advice. 
"I don’t want to dwell on the 
past,” Baruch said at a news 
conference 
Tuesday. 
"Today 
and tomorrow’ concern me more 
than yesterday.” 
The financier, w’ho had earned; 
a fortune by his 30th birthday, i 
added: "It seems to me that our 
country’s 
problems, 
domestic 
and foreign, are today more I 
complex and difficult than any 
we have known in the past. 
"Yet. despite these problems 
and perils, the future holds out 
infinite possibilities and prom­ 
ises for the perfection of de­ 
mocracy and for the improve­ 
ment of life, not only in this 
country but in every land.” 
Standing erect and support en 
lightly by a cane as he walked 
in and out of a midtown hotel 
suite for his news conference, 
the 6-foot-3 Baruch looked many 
years younger than his 94. 
Asked what was the greatest 
lesson he had learned. Baruch 
smiled and quipped: "To mind 
my own business.”

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Pakistan Wavers 


Pakistan is a m edium - sized coun­ 
try as Asian nations go. with a popula­ 
tion about half that of the United States. 
It has just b e g u n , 
within 
the 
last 
year, to show signs of econmic growth, 
after a history of poverty and depres­ 
sion. 
It is not a strong nation, militarily 
or economically, but 
it is attracting 
more attention from w o r l d capitals 
then any other Asian state — with the 
possible exception of Viet Nam. 
The reason is that Pakistan is becom ­ 
ing 
increasingly 
disenchanted 
with 
United States foreign policy, especially 
as it relates to India, and is steadily 
cementing relations with Red China, 
although the governm ent of Field M ar­ 
shal M oham m ed 
Ayub 
Khan 
insists 
Pakistan is not about to go behind the 
bamboo curtain. 
F o rm erly the United States' staunch­ 
est ally on the Asian mainland. P akis­ 
tan began reevaluating her U.S. ties in 
1962, when the Chinese invasion of In­ 
dia brought m assive contributions of 
military aid for the first time to New 
Delhi. Pakistan and India are engaged 
in a 17-year-old feud over ownership of 
the rich province of K ashm ir, a p re­ 
dominantly Moslem state now controll­ 
ed by Hindu India. Pakistan is a Mos­ 
lem country. 
Pakistani officials fear that, given 
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sufficient m ilitary 
equipment, 
India 


would c a rry her differences with P a k ­ 
istan to invasion. Continuing U. S. mil­ 


itary aid, they contend, provides the 
m ateriel stocks needed for such an at­ 
ta c k. 


The trend of history has placed P a k ­ 
istan in position to exact stiff penalties 
from U. S. prestige in Asia, if Presi­ 
dent Khan chooses to do so. Pakistan is 
one of the few m e m b e r s of both 
SEATO and CENTO mutual defense 
systems. B o t h organizations already 
are loose at the seam s. Withdrawal of 
Pakistan 
from 
either or both would 
doom what ever solidarity rem ains in 
the Western defense of Asia. 
Perhaps the paper collapse of SEATO 
and CENTO is worse than the conse­ 
quences of physical 
disintegration 
of 
either organization. M em bers of both 
alliances have been notable for their 
lack of com m itm ent to the side of the 
United States in its troubles in V i e t 
Nam. 
The tragedy of P akistan is not that its 
disenchantm ent 
with 
the U n i t e d 
States might bring the collapse of 
a 
couple of paper tiger defense organiza­ 
tions. but that the U. S. is rapidly los­ 
ing a friend by siding with a nonaligned 
neutral. This is not the best route to 
freedom in Asia.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
years ago, in a Broadway musi­ 
cal, they sang a song called 
‘ Leave My Pulse Alone.” or 
words to that effect.

and discover what people are 
thinking about. This of course 
includes newspaper reporters. 
In every presidential election 
vear, I try my hand at political 
pulse-taking. You have some in­ 
teresting experiences, and fre­ 
quently th e y recall that song. 
For example, the elderly gen­ 
tleman in Springfield Mass., in 
1956. He was the soul of cour­ 
tesy 
when 
he 
answered 
the 
doorbell 
I 
explained 
that 
I 
would like to hear his opinions 
about candidates, issues, etc., 
his Yankee features froze. 
‘‘That, sir. is an invasion of 
privacy,” 
he 
said. 
“Why. 
I 
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wouldn't even tell my wife what 
I 
think about those matters. 
Now. you get off my porch or 
‘*ril sic the dog on you.” 
Another 
time, 
in 
B assie, 
N.J.. a housewife made a deal 
with me. ‘‘I have some work to 
do upstairs,” she said “ If you 
will sit here and watch junior, 
I’ll talk to you.” 
So I watched Junior for about 
15 minutes until she returned. 
It wasn’t a very rewarding in­ 
terview. 
No. she hadn't voted in the 
previous 
presidential 
election. 
Too young. No, she didn t know 
how she would vote this time 
“because I don't know what my 
husband Hunks.” 
But it doesn’t always work 
that 
way. 
In 
Dallas. Tex., I 
questioned 
a 
man 
about 
his 
preferences. When he left the 
room, his wife, whispered. “ He 
says he’s going to vote for Ei­ 
senhower, but don't you believe 
him.” 
“Why not?” I asked. 
“ He know’s I always vote op­ 
posite to the way he votes. He 
told you that so that I’d vote for 
Stevenson. But he isn’t fooling 
me. He will vote for Stevenson 
and 1 11 vote for Eisenhower,” 
she said. 
Another time. I stood outside 
a factory gate in Connecticut 
hoping to catch the pulse of 
some workers 
Presently one 
emerged. I buttonholed him. 
“ Listen, Mac,” he said, not 
unpleasantly, 
“ I 
had 
a fight 
with my w’ife this morning. I’ve 
just had another fight writh the 
boss Now I’ve got a date with a 
bottle of beer and I don't feel 
like talking to nobody about 
nothing. 
Frequently, when a candidate 
tours a factory, I stay some dis­ 
tance behind and then ask the 
men. who have just shaken his 


hand, what they think of him. 
Typical replies in 
Detroit — 
‘‘He’s 
all 
right, 
I guess,” 
“Seems like a nice fella.” “I 
don’t trust none of ’em .” 
How would you count these in 
your poll?

NEW YORK (AP) — Business 
still tends to shrug off this 
year’s political campaigning a s 1 
unlikely to brake the momen­ 
tum of the economic upswing. 
Growing involvement of gov-; 
eminent in business affairs at J 
all levels makes any political 
campaign strike close to home 
nonetheless. 
And 
this year’s 
campaign seems more confus-1 
ing at the moment and more 
likely to grow bitter than any 
for some time past. 
But even so, the political cam­ 
paign so far is showing no signs 
(rf upsetting business confidence 
or changing business plans for 
expansion and 
increased pro­ 
duction schedules. 
For one thing, for many years 
now’ the leading parties have 
been 
markedly 
divided. 
Both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 


members of Congress have been 
considered friends of business, 
w’hile others of each party have 
been classed as troublesome or 
doubtful at the best. 
The split in both parties is 
deeper this year, and more con. 
fusing. And so is the split in die 
loyalties of businessmen them ­ 
selves. 
At the ballot boxes in Novem­ 
ber there seems likely to be 
more crossing over from tradi­ 
tional Lines than for many a 
year. A 
number 
of 
business 
leaders who have always voted 
Republican say they favor the 
Democrats 
this 
year. 
Many 
staunch Democrats may be vot­ 
ing Republican. 
In both cases there will be 
other considerations than the in­ 
terests of business itself that 
will affect their decisions. 
But those more or less on the 
sidelines of the fierce political 
battle know that in most presi­ 


dential election years the count# 
of the economy already hat 
been set. And the campaign — 
even its outcome — has had lit­ 
tle visible effect on that course. 
The stock market often reacts 
sharply — but usually for a 
short period only — to cam­ 
paign surprises and election 
suits. The course it was taking 
or seemed likely to take in th# 
future, has varied only slightly 
because of political battles, over 
the long run. 
All this is probably one reastrfi 
so many business firms this 
spring and summer have an­ 
nounced 
plans for incroased 
spending for new plants or im­ 
provements. The ability of the 
economy to surmount political 
oratory also is back of the pre­ 
dictions by many top busine** 
executives that they see good 
times extending well into next 
year.

Michig an, Indiana and the 
federal g o v ernment. 
Stackho u se said there hav e 
been no indicatio ns o f any bu ild­ 
u ps recently and added “there 
aren’t eno u g h o f the beetles at 
the present time to cau se seri­ 
o u s eco no mic dam ag e.” 
The qu arter-inch lo ng beetles 
hav e been the o bject o f an in­ 
tensiv e war by ag ricu ltu re o f 
ficials in three states since their 
disco v ery in recent y ears. If no t 
co ntro lled o r wiped o u t, they 
co u ld inflict serio u s damag e o n 
cro ps, mainly hay , straw and 
o ther cereal leafs. 
Stackho u se said the reg u lated 
qu arantine remains in effect in 
all o r part o f 19 no rthwest Ohio

# (2) Oral vaccine prevents the recipient from harbor­ 
ing polio virus in his intestinal tract and thus spreading 
the disease. Polio shots protect the recipient but do not 
prevent him from harboring the virus and thus acting 
as a carrier of poliomyelitis.
